The last act in tbe tragedy of Satur- 


day night began this morning at 9 
o'clock when the family and friend.sof 
John Miner assembled at the little 
cabin on the hillside above the Hollow 
and paid to him their last tribute. 
Tbe mines have been shut down 
since the murder, and tbe 
fel'ovr 


workmen of tbe 
murdered minei 
gathered in large numbers to witness 
the services and buriaL The services 
were simple but impressive, and the 
silentsorrow of tbe bereaved widow 
and her children Jen c to the occasion 
a tinge of solemnity not always seen 
when men who stand higher in the 
ranks of life are laid in the windowless 
chamber of death. Women were there 
too, and th :ir s ibbing could be p'a' oly 
heard while the services were in pro- 
ures. Tbe body was taken to Mi!l 
Fork church four miles away where it 
was tenderly placed in the cemetery. 
It was a cbeerless home to which 


the family returned, worn and weary 
because of the excitement of the past 
few days. Their future has not been 
determined, but if the kindness of 
the-miners and their families will 
avail their lot in life will be made 
lighter.

Jacob Waggoner,cf Chestnut street, 
has among his papers a plat of Co- 
sbocton bearing the date 1839. It was 
made by 'Doctor Harris, and shows 
Coshocton as it was at that time.

forks and along the Canal Lewisville 
road laid out in lots of from two to 
four acres. 
Coshocton proper began at the Mus- 


kingum and extended east to Fifth 
street, the lots being shown as they 
are at present. Sycamore. Locust. 
Chestnnt. Main, Walnut and Mulber- 
ry streets are marked, and east 01 
Fifth street are fields. Oak Ridge 
cemetery is located with th« words 
"Burying Ground,"' bnt as Coshocton 
had no railroad in lihuse days the 
familiar curve now on all maps of the 
city does not mark the entrance of the 
Pau Handle into Fifth street.

REVISION WINS. 


ess. 


Action of the Assembly 


End* the Contention. 


Philadelphia, May 28.—After four 


days ol debate the Presbyterian gen- 
eral assembly reached a unanimous 
decision ia favor of creed revision! Dr. 
Jame» IX Moffat offered the amend- 
ment which he said he hoped would 
•wet with the approval of the entire 
a*a*0ably. When he presented this 
amendment it was instantly accepted 
by the commissioners and the adop- 
tion of the report sa a whole follow- 
ed with bat little delay. A viva voce 
Tote was taken and when 640 ayes re- 
sponded to the question the commis- 
sioners arose and sang "Praise God 
From Whom All Blessings Flow," 
which waa followed by a prayer of 
thankaclrinc by Moderator Minton. 


The momentous question of creed 


revision having been disposed of the 
aaeembly proceeded to the considera- 
tion of unfinished business. The re- 
port of the special committee on ju- 
dicial commission was first tn order 
and was adopted after a brief discus- 
sion. This report recommended the 
*rt*KM*fimfnt of a permanent judicial 
committee to which shall be referred 
all judicial case: which the general 
assembly does not elect to try before 
th* whole body. There will be no ap- 
mittee. It was decided that the 
*ext meeting of the general as- 
sembly will be held at New York. 


Final Vote Today. 


Havana, May 28.—By unanimous 


agreement the Cuban constitutional 
Convention decided to take a final 
vote on the acceptance of the Platt 
amendment today. This decision was 
reached after long arguments against 
the acceptance of the amendment by 
Seneres Tamayo and Portnondo, who 
were answered by Senores Sanguilly 
and BerreL The Conservatives pre-1 
dieted that the Platt amendment 
would be, accepted by the convention 
by a vote of 17 to 11-

A dyn- 
amite cartridge was placed In position 
In one of the rooms for a blast and 
the miners started for tte mouth of 
the miae. The blast did not explode 
as intended but instead a long flame 
shot out of the blast hole and ignited 
the accumulation of dust. Instantly a 
terrific .explosion occurred and a 
seething mass of flames shot to the 
mouth of the mine and extended 300 
feet into the open air, scorching the 
leaves from nearby trees. There were 
34 men In the mine at the time. Four 
of these escape 
with slight injury. 


Two others were billed and nine were 
terribly burned, most of them fatally. 


December 23. 1S95. a similar explo- 


sion occurred in the Nelson mine, sit- 
uated a few hundred feet from where 
this explosion occurred. In which 
28 miners were instantly killed.

Washington. May 2S-— Not since the 


beginning of the war with Spain has 
any matter arisine out of the results 
of that historical epoch engaged so 
much Interest In the public mi"«j nor 
so much parley among men in public 
life as has the findings of the supreme 
court In what have become known as 
the insular cases, affecting the con- 
atltutlonal relations of the United 
States to Porto Rico and Hawaii as 
developed through the tariff regula- 
tions enacted by congress appertain- 
ing to Insular possessions. In a word. 
to use the popular phrase applied to 
these cases, the court's decree de- 
termined whether or not "the consti- 
tution should follow the flag." 


Decrees were announced in all ex- 


cept two of the cases before th'e court. 
The two cases In which no conclusion 
was announced were those known as 
the 14 diamond rings case and the 
second of the the Dooley cases. It is 
implied that the Dooley case deals 
with another 
phase of the Pone 


Rican question, and the diamond 
rings involves a right to the free im- 
portation of free merchandise from 
the Philippines to the United States. 


Of the several cases decided the 


two which attracted the greatest 
share of attention from the court 
were what is known as the De Uma 
case and that known as the Downes 
case, and of these two the opinion in 
the Downes case is considered the 
most far reaching, as it affects future policy of the 


White and XeKenaa

case, uniting in an opinion. J

The otiser cases decided by the

In these two cases the De 
Lima decision was followed and as- 
sessment of duties prior to enactment

The assessment of duties was part- 


ly sustained and partly upheld in the 
cases of Dooley and Armstrong vs; 
the United States. The duties were 
held legal when made during military 
occupation of Porto Rico and prior to 
ratification of the peace treaty, but U- 
lesraJ when levied after the peace 
treaty but uefore the Foraker act.

Solicitor General Say« the Decision 


Unties the President's Hands. 


Washington, May 28.—Following is 


an asaiysis ot the court's finding giv- 
en out by Solicitor General Richards 
of the department of justice, who had 
charge of the cases la behalf of the 
government: 


"The important question Involved 


In these cases was "a-bether the ces- 
sion of territory contained In the 
treaty of Paris made Porto Rico and 
the Philippines an integral part of the 
United States within the meaning of 
that provision of the constitution re- 
quiring *A11 duties, imposts and ei- 
clses to be uniform throughout the 
United States.' The court held «Mt 
the cession simply made Porto Rico 
and the Philippines domestic terri- 
tory of the United States., suoject to 
the full control of congress, which 
control could be exercised without ref- 
erence to those limitations. 
This 


limitation, the court held, was intend- 
ed to apply to the states of the Union 
and does not apply to acquired terri- 
tory unless by treaty and by subse- 
quent act of congress it Is incorporat- 
ed within and becomes an integral 
part of the United States. The deci- 
sions are substantially a victory for 
the government. They sustain to the 
fullest extent the so-called insular

Questions Involved. 


The De Lima case involved the

act- The court said the government's 
contention in this case was substan- 
tially a claim that Porto Rico is for- 
eign territory- The entire case turn- 
ed upon that contention. The court 
held that the position was not well 
taken; that Porto Rico was not at the 
time foreign territory, and that there- 
fore the duty which had been collect- 
ed must be returned. 


In the Downes case the decision 


followed the "history of the dealings of 
the United States with Porto Rico a 
step farther; 
That case dealt with 


the legality of the exaction of duties 
on goods imported fum Porto Rico 
Into New York after the passage of 
the Foraker act providing for a duty 
on goods shipped from the United 
States Into Porto Rico and also on 
those shipped from Porto Rico to de 
United States. In this case the court 
held such exaction was constitntlonaL 


The point of the two opinions con- 


sidered collectively is that Porto Rico 
was nerer. after the acquisition of from the united States, 
that Island, foreign territory. thaJ an- ' 
til congress acted upon the question 
no duty could be collected, but that 
as soon as congress outlined a meth- 
od of controlling the islard's reve- 
nues that action became binding; in 
other words, that congress has power 
under the constitution to prescribe 
the manner of collecting the revenues 
of the country's insular ?«•*•==<»<==>•••».= ' 


The 


government now has the sanction of 
the supreme court for governing these 
islands as their needs require. The 
court holds that the constitution did 
not at once apply to those ceded ter- 
ritories, placing their people, their 
products, and their ports on an imme- 
diate equality with our own and con- 
ferring upon them all the rights, priv- 
•iliges and immunities enjoyed by. the 
people, products and ports of the sev- 
eral st&tes. While their fundamental 
rights are preserved by those underly- 
ing principles of the constitution 
which apply everywhere the status of 
their citizens and th<» nature of the 
customs and commercial regulations 
are to oe determined by congress in 
the exercise of the power invested by 
the constitution In congress to make 
all net* rules respecting new territory 
belonging to the United States. Ob- 
viously what I have said regarding 
Porto Rico applies equally well to the 
Philippines so that the president is 
perfectly free under the Spooner act 
to govern the Philippines as their 
needs and their Interests may requlre- 
At the same time that tae court has 
sustained to the fullest extent the 
contention ol the government In these 
cases, it has decided as a matter of 
statutory construction that the Ding- 
ley act could not be held to Impose du- 
ties on goods brought from Porto 
Rico, because by cession Porto Hico 
became domestic territory of the 
United States and therefore ceased to 
be a "foreign country.' -The decisions 
of tae court call for no change ia the 
administration of the law.
